plier, Lockheed claimed 
that

be forced to take bankruptcy. 


At the particular moment 


Lockheed is delayed 
in the 


delivery of the L-101 TriStar 
airbus. Deliveries of the airbus 
were held up by the collapse of 
Rolls-Royce, 
Lt., 
England, 


which was to furnish the engines. 


The British had been helping 


Rolls-Royce, 
but 
were 


threatening to end their support 
unless the U.S. came to the aid of 
Lockheed. 


Considering the fantastic cost 


of the giant airbus any delay of 
delivery could easily put even 
such a financial 
giant as 


Lockheed into deep trouble. The 
story seemed entirely credible to 
this writer. 


It did not seem so, however, to 


the two Arkansas senators, 
McClellan and Fulbright—both 
of whom voted against the loan. 


I can only presume 
the 


senators have vastly more 
knowledge of the case than your 
editor. 
Nevertheless 
I 
so 


thoroughly distrust the promises 
of government I can't help but 
give contractors who do business 
with the federals the benefit of 
the doubt. It seemed to rne the 
clutch issue was whether or not 
to save a major arms producer. 
The only alternative would be for 
the government to go into 
manufacture of its own planes.

pulsion of the Nationalists. 


Delegates among those spon- 


soring the resolution to seat 
Peking hinted that they might 
withdraw the proposal if the 
United States is able to block 
the ouster of the Nationalists.

"We wouldn't 
accept it." 


If the proposal, known as the

tronaut David K. Slayton told 
moon walkers Scott and Irwin 
to take some sleeping pills "so 
you can really power down for 
the night." 


They beded down shortly be- 


fore Worden called it a night. 


They fell two hours behind in 


their schedule last night when a 
suspected pressure leak forced 
them to delay the jettisoning of 
their lunar module Falcon. 


Then the astronauts had a 


difficult time locating places to 
store all the moon rock boxes 
and sample bags and the bulky 
space suits worn on the sur- 
face.

New Postal 
Service Is 
in Trouble

WASHINGTON ( A P i - Only 


;i month old, the U.S. Postal 
Service is getting into the kind 
of financial trouble that con- 
vinced Congress to replace the 
"Id 
Post 
Office 
Department 


with 
the new, streamlined 


agency. 


Postal officials now expect 


costs to run some $430 million 
above available funds this year, 
and are looking either to mai- 
lers, taxpayers or perhaps to 
both to make up the difference. 


Contributing to the red-ink 


forecast for fiscal 1972 are the 
$1-billion-plus, 
two-year con- 


tract signed with postal unions 
last month and a smaller-than- 
cxpected 
appropriation from 


Congress. 


Postal officials admit they're 


fiiced 
with a dilemma they 


haven't yet decided how to 
handle. But figuring they have 
put in all the cost-saving re- 
forms possible at this time, 
they say there is only one way 
to make ends meet: get more 
money. 


And 
there 
are 
only 
two 


sources of money: from the 
mailing public through further 
rate increases, or from the tax- 
payer through a supplemental 
appropriation from Congress. 


Rates were increased by $1.45 


billion on a temporary basis 
last May 16, and the Postal 
Service is dickering with the 
Postal 
Rate Commission 
to 


make the rates permanent. 


Although the postal-reorgani- 


zation legislation that became 
fully effective July 1 envisioned 
a self-sustaining Postal Service 
eventually, it provided for decr- 
easing deficits to be made up 
by 
congressional 
appropria- 


tions.

Scuba divers say they killed 
about 800,000 purple sea urchins 
in a project designed to make 
the sea safe for seaweed.

He 
said he doesn't want to oper- 
ate unless he really must. I 
read in one of your articles 
that sometimes attacks of 
pain not clearly appendicitis: 
are noted before a definite 
attack occurs. Can this be 
what's happening to me? 
What should I do? 


Dear Reader—In y o u n g 


girls especially, pain in the 
right side similar to appendi- 
citis can be caused by ovula- 
tion. The pain is usually mid- 
way between periods, and is 
known as the middle pain. 
More than one girl has been 
operated on for appendicitis 
when this was the real prob- 
lem. 


Often the doctor has no 


way of telling the difference 
and properly concludes it is 
better to operate and be 
wrong than not operate and 
have a ruptured appendix. 
The fact that you have been 
having several of these epi- 
sodes suggests it is not ap- 
pendicitis, even if appendi- 
citis does often have earlier 
indefinite attacks. 


A second problem is pain- 


ful swelling of lymph nodes 
in the abdomen, which is 
more common in young peo- 
ple and is hard to separate 
f r o m 
appendicitis. Then 


there is the old problem of 
disturbances in the digestive 
tract, including irritable co- 
lon, that may cause acute 
pain. 


You should note the rela- 


tionship of your attacks to 
your cycle, that might help. 
Otherwise I think the best 
thing you can do is follow 
your doctor's advice and be 
glad you have one who isn't

It should be a laydown, 
since dummy has 12 high- 
card points opposite your 16, 
but the heart lead has hit 
you with only one stopper in 
the suit. You have to develop 
two club tricks if you want 
to score your game. 


You hold off until the third 


heart lead. Then you take 
your ace and play a couple 
of rounds of diamonds before 
coming off dummy with the 
deuce of clubs. East plays 
the seven and you go up with 
your king. West shows out 
and, while you are over one 
hurdle, things look mighty 
bad because you can only 
count up to a total of eight 
tricks. 


The only way to develop a 


ninth is to set up a second 
club and there sits East with 
three apparent tricks in the 
suit. 


They are only apparent if 


you do a little counting. You 
play out the last two dia- 
monds and East chucks two 
spades. He can't afford to 
chuck a club. 


Now you know that East 


started wiih four clubs, two 
diamonds, three hearts, two 
spades and two other cards. 
If you have w a t c h e d the 
play of the hearts, you can 
assume that these two other 
cards are both spades. You 
have a complete count. You 
cash the two spades and 
lead a club to dummy's jack. 
East wins the trick but is 
down to clubs and has to 
give you your ninth trick.

gloomily. "They're just exercising 
their freedom of speech under the 
Constitution." 


But the usher was wrong about 


the Constitution. He was making 
the all-too-common mistake of 
thinking that whatever is oral is 
lawful. The freedom of speech 
guaranteed by the Constitution 
does not mean that at all. Many 
kinds of oral conduct are un- 
lawful. 


Here are some examples: 
1) a moviegoer, just for kicks, 


yells that the theater is on fire; 


2) an envious spinster falsely 


informs the man next door that 
his wife is having an affair with 
the milkman; 


3) a hardware dealer, selling a 


slepladder he knows is defective, 
tells the customer it is safe; 


4) a drunk warbles "Sweet 


Adeline" outside a hospital win- 
dow at midnight. 


Each of these actions is oral— 


and each is unlawful. Further- 
more, they were unlawful when 
the Constitution was adopted. So 
is the deliberate disruption of a 
public meeting, whether by shout- 
ing slogans or blowing whistles or 
ringing cowbells. 


What 
the Constitution does 


guarantee is the freedom that 
really counts: the freedom to ex- 
press and advocate ideas, however 
unpopular. 


In fact, it is to safeguard this 


primary freedom that the law im- 
poses reasonable limits on the 
time, place, and manner of speech. 
Judge f'urlis Bok once put the 
matter in a nutshell: 


"In the whole history uf law 


und order, Ihe longest step for- 
ward was taken by primitive man 
when, us it by common consent, 
the tribe sat down in a circle and 
allowed only Line /nan to speak 
at a time."
